Above ground, some branches may suffer because last autumn there was no 
time to spare around here to give winter protection. The year before it was the same, 
but happily the loss was slight. 


How much in life is like that now with the world at war! We are living through a 
winter of life, enduring it with sad patience and biding our time until Peace comes. 


That Peace shall dawn for us at least in a corner of our lives, we may make very 
sure. If we have the space and there plant a grand new Rose, we may insure for those 
we love one spot were Peace will come indeed. This statement is of course symbolic, 
for the plants now ready for you will help you to construct on your own property 
just such a haven.

But please note this: That the front-page photograph was taken of young plants in 
early summer. Those plants continued to grow four months longer after being 
photographed. By the end of October, they had about doubled in size, till those in 
adjoining rows touched each other. 


These are the Roses of which Dr. McFarland wrote after a visit here, ‘I should say 
that the-Roses you have for your customers are ‘tops’ in plant quality.” 


While exceptions occur, the majority of the Rose plants we offer are exclusively 
West-Grove grown, budded on Multiflora Japonica understocks. Added to those two 
important facts is this, and it is worth noting: These plants are stored directly from 
the field when dug. The roots are kept covered with peat moss, and moisture and 
temperature control are constantly maintained. In consequence, Star Roses bought 
directly from us are far superior to plants which have had to undergo repeated and 
extended exposure and often dried-out roots resulting from shipment after shipment, 
from one dealer to another, rehandling and exposure in dry stores.

Every year we keep a record of the total number of 
plants ordered of each variety. This record is our 
guide when deciding which kinds to grow and how 
many of each. Kinds that fail to meet the popularity 
test and do not ‘‘take’” are dropped from our list. 
Sometimes we drop Roses in spite of their delightful 
color tones or exquisite ‘‘make-up”’ because they do 
not thrive with us and certainly cannot be expected to 
do so for an amateur. 


When the writer rates a new Rose, he has formed 
the habit of calling it a ‘‘5 or 10 or 25-year Rose,” de- 
pending upon what, in his judgment, is its anticipated 
life expectancy. How long will it continue in popular 
favor? Some new ones disappear from the catalogs 
in five years. In the following list are kinds that have 
for twenty, thirty, or forty years maintained a high 
rating of popular demand. Why? Because they dis- 
play to a marked degree extraordinary qualities of 
form, color, and fragrance of flower, vigor of growth 
and relative abundance of bloom. These are the 
kinds that continue indispensable after eliminating 
the less valuable sorts.

While they may be winter-hardy, 
it is safest to winter them in a coldframe. It is a little extra work to disbud and 
stake these for large blooms, but if you do you will have something to make the 
neighbors’ eyes pop out!
